After  a  nearly  two-day  man  hunt, 
authorities  have  located  41-year- 
old  Joseph 
Clower  and 
charged  him 
with  at¬ 
tempted  mur¬ 
der  and 
burglary. 

Clark 

County  Sher¬ 
iff’s  Office 
deputies 

began  search-  Joseph  Clower 

ing  for  Clower 
after  his  wife, 

Melissa  Clower,  alleged  he  shot  at 
her  and  assaulted  her  in  her  home 
at  1363  Old  Ruckerville  Road. 

Clark  County  Sheriff  Berl  Perdue 
Jr.  was  driving  down  Patrick  Lane, 
off  Muddy  Creek  Road  just  outside 
the  Winchester  city  limits,  when  he 
found  the  suspect. 

“A  bunch  of  us  were  out  there 
looking  for  him,  and  I  went  up 
Patrick  Lane,  and  he  stepped  out 
from  behind  a  fence  row,  started 
waving  his  arms,  and  gave  himself 
up,”  Perdue  said. 

Authorities  began  canvassing  the 
area  after  a  report  from  residents 
on  Muddy  Creek  Road.  Joseph 
Clower  allegedly  knocked  on  the 
door  of  a  home  on  Muddy  Creek 
and  asked  the  residents  if  he  could 
come  in  and  get  a  drink  of  water. 

“They  said  he  was  acting  kind  of 
funny,  suspicious,”  Perdue  said. 

Clower  jumped  a  fence  behind 
the  house,  and  the  residents 
alerted  police. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  authorities 
learned  Clower  had  been  hiding 
out  with  acquaintances  on  Cal¬ 
loway  Street,  but  he  was  later 
turned  away,  Perdue  said. 

Deputies  had  been  looking  for 
Clower  since  they  received  the

20  years  by  refinancing  a  2002 
bond. 

Thanks  to  an  A  rating  from 
Standard  and  Poor’s  Rating 
Service  and  lower  interest 
rates,  WMU  will  retire  the  origi¬ 
nal  bond  with  a  traditional 
bank  loan,  and  pay  back  the  re¬ 
maining  balance  at  a  much 
lower  interest  rate. 


5  million 

Because  of  the  utility’s  good 
credit  rating  and  improved  fi¬ 
nancial  situation,  WMU  was 
able  to  sell  the  bond  to  South¬ 
west  Securities  with  an  interest 
rate  of  3.2  percent.  Five  finan¬ 
cial  institutions  presented  bids, 
with  Southwest  Securities  pro¬ 
viding  the  lowest. 

The  utility’s  last  credit  rating 
—  from  Moody’s  in  2009  — 
was  an  A  with  a  negative  out¬ 
look,  because  of  large  projects 
planned,  including  the  new 
wastewater  treatment  plant.

Judge  may  order  change  of  venue 
in  retrial  of  murder  suspect 

BENTON  (AP)  — A  western  Kentucky 
man  will  face  a  retrial  on  a  charge  of  mur¬ 
der  starting  Wednesday  and  a  judge  says  he 
may  move  the  proceedings  to  a  new  county 
if  a  jury  can’t  be  seated. 

Marshall  County  Circuit  Judge  Dennis 
Foust  on  Thursday  ordered  jury  selection 
for  George  Luna  to  start  in  Marshall  County, 
but  opened  the  possibility  that  it  could  be 
moved  to  Calloway  County  if  finding  an  im¬ 
partial  panel  proved  impossible. 

The  state  Supreme  Court  ordered  in  2010 
that  Luna  was  entitled  to  a  new  trial. 

The  Paducah  Sun  reported  that  Foust 
will  allow  prosecutors  to  seek  an  enhanced 
penalty  of  life  without  parole  for  Luna  if 
he’s  convicted.  Prosecutors  plan  to  argue 
that  Debra  Hendrickson’s  2007  death  coin¬ 
cided  with  robbery  and  arson. 

Competency  evaluation  requested 
for  man  charged  with  killing  student 

LOUISVILLE  (AP)  —  Prosecutors  in 
Louisville  have  asked  a  judge  to  order  a 
competency  evaluation  for  a  man  charged 
with  killing  a  Sullivan  University  student. 

Jefferson  County  Assistant  Common¬ 
wealth’s  Attorney  Tom  Van  De  Rostyne  told 
Circuit  Judge  Mitch  Perry  that  the  request 
was  prompted  by  a  review  of  Gregory 
O’Bryan’s  medical  records  and  an  interview 
with  police  in  which  O’Bryan  indicated  he 


had  received  psychiatric  treatment. 

The  Courier- Journal  reported  it  wasn’t 
clear  Thursday  if  Perry  granted  the  motion. 
Perry  told  attorneys  not  to  discuss  the  issue 
publicly. 

Police  said  18-year-old  Andrew  Compton 
has  not  been  seen  since  Oct.  28,  2010. 
O’Bryan  has  pleaded  not  guilty  to  murder, 
sodomy,  two  counts  of  tampering  with  phys¬ 
ical  evidence  and  three  counts  of  abuse  of  a 
corpse.  His  trial  is  set  for  November. 

Man  offered  apology 
following  standoff  with  police 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  A  prosecutor  said  a 
Frankfort  man  thought  he  shot  and  killed  a 
police  officer  during  a  10-hour  standoff  and 
apologized  without  realizing  that  no  one  had 
been  hurt. 

Franklin  County  Commonwealth’s  Attor¬ 
ney  Larry  Cleveland  says  59-year-old  William 
Durham  emerged  from  his  apartment  on 
March  29  and  said  “Sorry  for  killing  the  cop.” 

Police  said  Durham  barricaded  himself  in 
his  apartment  when  officers  went  to  check 
on  him.  Police  say  Durham  fired  three  shots 
out  during  the  standoff. 

Cleveland  told  The  State  Journal  that 
Durham  would  undergo  a  mental  evaluation. 

A  grand  jury  Wednesday  charged  Durham 
with  three  counts  of  attempted  murder  and 
two  counts  of  wanton  endangerment. 
Durham  is  in  Franklin  County  Regional  Jail 
on  a  $100,000  bond.  Jail  records  do  not  list 
an  attorney.

More  than  200,000  jobs  created  in  March 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  U.S. 
economy  probably  generated  more 
than  200,000  jobs  in  March,  cap¬ 
ping  the  best  four  months  of  hiring 
since  before  the  recession. 

Economists  expect  that  U.S.  em¬ 
ployers  added  210,000  jobs  last 
month  and  that  the  unemployment 
rate  remained  at  8.3  percent  for 
the  third  straight  month,  according 
to  a  survey  by  FactSet. 

The  Labor  Department  will  re¬ 
lease  the  March  employment  re¬ 
port  at  8:30  a.m.  Eastern  time. 

If  the  forecast  proves  correct,  the 
economy  would  have  added  an  av¬ 


erage  of  236,000  jobs  per  month 
since  December.  That’s  the  most 
for  a  four-month  period  in  almost 
six  years.  It  would  also  mark  the 
first  time  the  economy  has  created 
at  least  200,000  jobs  in  four  straight 
months  since  early  2000. 

“The  labor  market  is  steadily,  if 
slowly,  strengthening,”  says  Steven 
Wood,  chief  economist  at  Insight 
Economics. 

Stock  markets  will  be  closed  and 
bond  markets  will  close  early  for 
Good  Friday. 

An  improving  job  market  could 
boost  President  Barack  Obama’s 


chances  of  winning  a  second  term. 
This  year’s  election  is  expected  to 
hinge  on  the  state  of  the  economy. 

Former  Massachusetts  Gov.  Mitt 
Romney,  the  likely  Republican 
challenger,  this  week  blamed  the 
president’s  policies  for  slow  growth 
and  high  unemployment. 

The  Obama  campaign  has  said 
that  Romney  would  reinstate  poli¬ 
cies  that  led  to  the  recession  — 
lower  taxes  for  the  wealthy  and  less 
regulation  for  business. 

For  many,  what  matters  most  is 
the  unemployment  rate.  It  was  7.8 
percent  when  Obama  entered  of¬ 


fice  in  January  2009  and  peaked  at 
10  percent  nine  months  later.  Since 
August,  it  has  dropped  from  9.1 
percent  to  8.3  percent,  the  lowest 
level  in  three  years. 

No  incumbent  since  World  War  II 
has  faced  voters  with  unemploy¬ 
ment  higher  than  7.8  percent. 

Other  data  suggest  the  economic 
recovery  is  gaining  strength.  The 
number  of  Americans  seeking  un¬ 
employment  benefits  fell  last  week 
to  a  four-year  low,  the  government 
said  Thursday.  Consumers  are  more 
confident. 

In  February,  they  stepped  up 


spending  by  the  most  in  seven 
months. 

The  service  sector  expanded  at  a 
healthy  clip  in  March  and  in¬ 
creased  hiring,  according  to  a  pri¬ 
vate  survey  released  Wednesday  by 
the  Institute  for  Supply  Manage¬ 
ment.  A  separate  ISM  survey  of 
manufacturers  found  that  factories 
also  added  jobs  and  boosted  pro¬ 
duction  last  month. 

Companies  are  investing  more, 
boosting  factory  output.  Businesses 
ordered  more  machinery,  equip¬ 
ment  and  other  capital  goods  in 
February.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — 
Stung  by  high  gasoline  costs, 
outlying  suburbs  that  sprouted 
in  the  heady  2000s  are  now 
seeing  their  growth  fizzle  to 
historic  lows,  halting  Ameri¬ 
can  city  dwellers’  decades- 
long  exodus  to  sprawling 
homes  in  distant  towns. 

New  census  estimates  as  of 
July  2011  highlight  a  shift  in 
population  trends  following  an 
extended  housing  bust  and  re¬ 
newed  spike  in  oil  prices.  Two 
years  after  the  recession  tech¬ 
nically  ended,  and  despite 
faint  signs  of  a  rebound,  Amer¬ 
icans  again  are  shunning 
moves  at  record  levels  and 
staying  put  in  big  cities. 

That  is  posing  longer-term 
consequences  for  residential 
“exurbs”  on  the  edge  of  metro¬ 
politan  areas. 

Construction  of  gleaming 
new  schools  and  mega-malls 
built  in  anticipation  of  a  con¬ 
tinued  population  boom  is  cut¬ 
ting  back.  Spacious 
McMansions  offering  the 
promise  of  homeownership  to 
middle-class  families  sit  aban¬ 
doned  or  half-built.  Once  an 
escape  from  urban  problems, 
suburban  regions  hit  by  fore¬ 
closures  are  posting  bigger 
jumps  in  poverty  than  cities. 

The  result:  The  annual  rate 
of  growth  in  American  cities 
and  surrounding  urban  areas 
has  now  surpassed  that  of  ex¬ 
urbs  for  the  first  time  in  at 
least  20  years,  spanning  the 
modern  era  of  sprawling  sub¬ 
urban  development. 

“The  heyday  of  exurbs  may 
well  be  behind  us,”  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity  economist  Robert  J. 
Shiller  said.  Shiller,  co-creator 
of  a  Standard  &  Poor’s  housing 
index,  is  perhaps  best  known 
for  identifying  the  risks  of  a 
U.S.  housing  bubble  before  it 
actually  burst  in  2006-2007. 
Examining  the  current  mar¬ 
ket,  Shiller  believes  America  is 
now  at  a  turning  point,  shifting 
away  from  faraway  suburbs  in 
the  long  term  amid  persist¬ 
ently  high  gasoline  prices. 

Demographic  changes  also 
play  a  role:  They  include  young 
singles  increasingly  delaying 
marriage  and  childbirth  and 
thus  more  apt  to  rent  and  a 
graying  population  that  in  its 
golden  years  may  prefer 
closer-in,  walkable  urban  cen¬ 
ters. 

“Suburban  housing  prices 
may  not  recover  in  our  life¬ 


time,”  Shiller  said,  calling  the 
development  of  suburbs  since 
1950  “unusual”  and  enabled 
only  by  the  rise  of  the  automo¬ 
bile  and  the  nation’s  highway 
system.  “With  the  bursting  of 
the  bubble,  we  may  be  discov¬ 
ering  the  pleasures  of  the  city 
and  the  advantages  of  renting, 
investing  our  money  not  in  a 
single  house  but  in  a  diversi¬ 
fied  portfolio.” 

The  signs  of  longer-term 
bust  are  evident  in  places  such 
as  Kendall  County,  Ill.,  an  out¬ 
lying  suburb  of  116,000  people 
located  about  50  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Chicago.  The  nation’s 
No.  1  fastest-growing  county 
from  2000  to  2010,  Kendall 
was  part  of  an  exurban  wave 
that  more  than  doubled 
Kendall’s  population  and 
helped  lift  GOP  presidential 
candidate  George  W.  Bush  to 
victory  in  2004,  offering  Re¬ 
publicans  the  hope  of  a  new 
era  of  conservative  voters 
sprouting  on  the  rural-urban 
edge. 

By  the  late  2000s,  however, 
Kendall  County’s  growth 
began  to  wane  amid  recession 
and  rising  gasoline  costs.  The 
county,  like  many  other  ex¬ 
urbs,  eventually  turned  to  Illi¬ 
nois  Democrat  Barack  Obama 
in  the  2008  presidential  race 
for  economic  answers.  By 
2011,  Kendall  County’s  annual 
growth  had  stalled  further  at  1 
percent,  dropping  its  county 
growth-rate  rank  to  236th. 

Things  were  especially  tur¬ 
bulent  over  the  past  10  years 
for  real  estate  agent  George 
Richter,  who  has  worked  in 
Kendall  County  for  more  than 
two  decades. 

“New  home  construction 
couldn’t  be  built  fast  enough,” 
he  said.  “A  lot  of  us  in  the  in¬ 
dustry  were  very,  very  nervous 
about  how  fast  and  large  the 
annual  growth  rate  and  prop¬ 
erty  value  were.  We  knew 
there’s  no  way  that  something 
could  continue  on.”  Now,  he 
said,  there’s  little  new  con¬ 
struction. 

Jeff  Wehrli,  a  longtime 
Kendall  County  board  member 
who  runs  an  excavating  com¬ 
pany,  said  the  signs  of  the 
slowdown  are  most  apparent 
from  devalued  homes,  foreclo¬ 
sures  and  a  general  uncer¬ 
tainty  among  residents. 

“It’s  going  to  take  a  while,” 
he  said,  speaking  of  a  local  re¬ 
covery  that  he  acknowledges 
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will  never  reach  the  same  lev¬ 
els  as  last  decade.  “Our  econ¬ 
omy  has  got  to  get  back  to  the 
point  where  people  can  confi¬ 
dently  sign  off  on  a  40-year 
mortgage.” 

About  10.6  million  Ameri¬ 
cans  reside  in  the  nation’s  ex¬ 
urbs,  just  5  percent  of  the 
number  in  large  metropolitan 
areas.  That  number  represents 
annual  growth  of  just  0.4  per¬ 
cent  from  2010,  smaller  than 
the  0.8  percent  growth  rate  for 
cities  and  their  surrounding 
urban  areas.  It  also  represents 
the  largest  one-year  growth 
drop  for  exurbs  in  at  least  20 
years. 

By  comparison,  in  2006  ex- 
urban  communities  grew  at  an 
annual  rate  of  2.1  percent, 
compared  with  a  population 
loss  of  0.2  percent  for  inner 
cities. 

In  all,  99  of  the  100  fastest- 
growing  exurbs  and  outer  sub¬ 
urbs  saw  slower  or  no  growth 
in  2011  compared  with  the 
mid-decade  housing  peak  — 
the  exception  being  Spotsylva¬ 
nia  County,  Va.,  located  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  Washington, 
D.C.,  metropolitan  area,  which 
has  boomed  even  in  the  down¬ 
turn.  Nearly  three-fourths  of 
the  top  100  outer  suburban 
areas  also  saw  slower  growth 
compared  with  2010,  hurt  by 
$3-a-gallon  gasoline  last  year 
that  has  since  climbed  $1 
higher. 

Other  areas  showing  big 
slowdowns  are  Pinal  County 
outside  Phoenix;  Barrow, 
Paulding  and  Pike  counties 
near  Atlanta;  Union  and  York 
counties  outside  Charlotte,

N.C.;  and  Sandoval  County 
near  Albuquerque,  N.M. 

“The  sting  of  this  experi¬ 
ence  may  very  well  put  the 
damper  on  the  long-held  view 
among  young  families  and  new 
immigrants  that  building  a 
home  in  the  outer  suburbs  is  a 
quick  way  to  achieve  the 
American  dream,”  said 
William  H.  Frey,  a  Brookings 
Institution  demographer  who 
analyzed  the  census  data. 

Over  the  past  decade,  the 
number  of  poor  people  living 
in  the  suburbs  of  major  metro 
areas  grew  53  percent,  com¬ 
pared  with  23  percent  in 
cities.  Suburbs  were  also  home 
to  roughly  one-third  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  poor  population,  out¬ 
ranking  cities  and  rural  areas. 

The  latest  census  data  come 
amid  an  overall  U.S.  growth 
rate  in  2011  of  0.9  percent,  the 
lowest  since  the  mid-1940s, 
due  to  fewer  births  and  less 
immigration  following  the  re¬ 
cent  recession. 

Fewer  people  are  also  mov¬ 
ing  around  within  the  nation’s 
borders  — just  11.6  percent  of 
the  nation’s  population  moved 
to  a  new  home,  the  lowest 
since  the  government  began 
tracking  such  information  in 
1948.  That  means  fewer  Amer¬ 
icans  are  migrating  to  residen¬ 
tial  hot  spots  in  the  suburbs  or 
Sun  Belt  metro  areas  such  as 
Las  Vegas,  Phoenix  and  At¬ 
lanta,  upending  several  of  the 
population  trends  of  the  2000s. 

Metro  areas  showing  re¬ 
newed  growth  or  slower  losses 
last  year  included  Los  Angeles, 
Miami,  Seattle  and  Detroit, 
where  steep  population  drops 


in  the  downturn  have  largely 
bottomed  out. 

Other  findings: 

— Rural  counties  just  be¬ 
yond  the  edge  of  metropolitan 
areas  saw  growth  drop  sharply 
last  year,  hurt  by  the  slowing 
of  outward  sprawl.  From  2010- 
2011,  these  counties  in¬ 
creased  by  30,000  people  on 
average,  compared  with  an¬ 
nual  growth  of  174,000  in  the 
2000-2010  period,  according 
to  Kenneth  Johnson,  sociology 
professor  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire. 

As  a  whole,  nonmetropoli¬ 
tan  areas  last  year  grew  0.1 
percent,  compared  with  0.9 
percent  for  large  metro  areas 
and  0.6  percent  for  small  met¬ 
ropolitan  areas. 

— Charlton,  Ga.,  led  the  na¬ 
tion  last  year  as  the  fastest- 
growing  county,  followed  by 
St.  Bernard  Parish,  La.,  both 
increasing  more  than  10  per¬ 
cent.  That  is  in  contrast  to  the 
2010  census,  when  St. 

Bernard  Parish  ranked  last  in 
percentage  growth,  due  pri¬ 
marily  to  the  effects  of  Hurri¬ 
cane  Katrina.

WMU  elected  to  deal 
with  a  bank  for  financing, 
rather  than  the  Kentucky 
League  of  Cities  bond 
pool,  in  an  effort  to  save 
money.  In  March,  finan¬ 
cial  analyst  Chris  Bowling 
said  the  move  would  save 
the  utility  an  estimated 
$500,000. 

The  loan  terms  were  not 
extended,  and  WMU  ex¬ 
pects  to  retire  the  debt  in 
2033.

Women  ending 
flirtation  with 
GOP  ‘boy  band’ 

WASHINGTON  —  Mitt  Romney  “unzipped”  is  the 
stuff  of  cartoonists’  dreams. 

The  image  suggested  came  from  none  other  than  his 
wife,  Ann,  when  a  Baltimore  radio  interviewer  asked 
whether  it’s  true  that  her  husband  is  stiff.  Yes,  do  go 
ahead  and  cover  the  children’s  eyes. 

“Well,  you  know,  I  guess  we  better  unzip  him  and  let 
the  real  Mitt  Romney  out  because  he  is  not!”  laughed 
the  Mrs. 

But,  really,  should  we  be  talking 
like  this?  About  unzipping  the 
stiff  and  letting  the  “real  Mitt” 
out?  Goodness  gracious,  as  Rom¬ 
ney  would  say.  What’s  next,  hot 
cocoa  before  noon? 

Ann  Romney’s  comments  coin¬ 
cided  with  the  punditocracy’s 
swoon  over  her  husband’s  lack  of 
popularity  among  the  once-fairer 
sex.  (Women  have  cojones  now, 
you  may  have  heard,  while  men  are  ransacking  Viagra 
warehouses.  Dots,  anyone?)  Recent  polls  show  single 
women  under  50  scrambling  back  into  the  warm  em¬ 
brace  of  Barack  Obama  after  a  brief  flirtation  with  the 
Republican  boy  band  —  Mitt,  Rick,  Ron  and  Newt. 

Was  it  something  they  said  about  birth  control? 

This  seems  to  be  the  conventional  wisdom.  Once  con¬ 
traception  became  a  topic  of  debate,  women  amscrayed 
in  the  other  direction. 

It  isn’t  as  though  women  haven’t  always  found  the 
Democratic  Party  more  hospitable,  but  the  brouhaha 
over  whether  “Obamacare”  should  force  religious 
groups  to  fund  or  endorse  insurance  coverage  for  con¬ 
traception  seems  to  have  reminded  women  of  just  how 
fragile  reproductive  autonomy  is. 

It  didn’t  help  that  at  the  same  time,  some  states 
moved  to  force  ultrasounds  on  women  seeking  abortion; 
Rush  Limbaugh  called  a  young  woman  a  “slut”  when  she 
appeared  on  Capitol  Hill  to  make  a  case  for  contracep¬ 
tive  coverage;  the  GOP  looks  and  acts  like  a  fraternity  of 
cranky  old  white  men. 

But  what  really  gives  with  the  old  gender  gap?  Why 
are  women  running  away  from  Republicans  if,  as  Ann 
Romney  insists,  they’re  really  interested  in  the  economy 
and  jobs,  not  abortions  and  “free”  birth  control? 

In  12  battleground  states  where  pollsters  recently 
took  to  clipboards,  more  than  60  percent  of  women 
under  50  prefer  Obama  over  Mitt  Romney.  Just  a  few 
weeks  ago,  fewer  than  half  of  this  group  said  they’d  re¬ 
elect  the  president.  Which  means,  of  course,  that  things 
could  shift  in  another  few  weeks. 

Meanwhile,  some  analysts  say  that  Romney’s  decline 
in  popularity  among  women  has  to  do  with  his  promise 
to  defund  Planned  Parenthood,  which  to  female  ears  ap¬ 
parently  is  tantamount  to  saying,  “Women?  They’re  so 
cute  when  they’re  pregnant.” 

Defunding  Planned  Parenthood  is  of  course  a  staple 
of  the  Republican  diet  because  some  portion  of  public 
funds  is  in  the  same  airspace  as  women  seeking  abor¬ 
tions. 

A  guy  can’t  get  nominated  by  the  GOP  unless  he  con¬ 
fesses  his  disapproval  of  Planned  Parenthood,  a  thor¬ 
ough  exploration  of  which  will  have  to  await  a  better 
mood.  I’m  swinging  at  the  moment. 

It  nevertheless  bears  mentioning  at  this  point  that 
Romney  has  no  objection  to  contraception,  as  he  said 
during  one  of  the  Republican  debates.  Moreover,  the 
shift  in  women’s  attitudes  did  not,  in  fact,  coincide  with 
the  birth-control  debate. 

Counterintuitively,  women  indicated  that  they 
weren’t  really  that  concerned  about  the  birth-control 
issue  and  did,  by  a  majority,  disapprove  of  what  the  gov¬ 
ernment  was  doing  in  principle. 

The  public  opinion  research  firm  QEV  Analytics  con¬ 
ducted  a  private  poll  for  the  Catholic  Association  and 
found  that  59  percent  of  unmarried  women  think  birth 
control  should  be  handled  like  any  other  drug,  rather 
than  offered  for  free.  Among  married  women,  the  num¬ 
ber  was  67  percent. 

The  poll  also  found  that  55  percent  of  unmarried 
women  questioned  the  wisdom  of  the  Obama  contracep¬ 
tive  mandate.

Keeping  an  eye  on  everyone 


WASHINGTON— You  can 
find  just  about  anything  at  the 
annual  homeland  security  expo: 
X-ray  machines,  infrared  cam¬ 
eras,  a  police  cruiser  with  heat¬ 
sensing  capability,  a 
hovering  “gyroplane”  — 
and  a  GPS  device  to  spy 
on  your  spouse. 

The  salesman  for 
Blackline  GPS  Corp., 
maker  of  “professional- 
grade  covert  tracking” 
equipment,  explained 
that  his  devices,  in  the 
shape  of  a  legal  envelope 
or  an  electric  razor,  can 
be  tucked  behind  seat 
cushions,  under  floor 
mats  or  into  backpacks. 

“We’re  getting  more  requests 
from  husbands  and  wives,”  he 
explained.  “I’ve  seen  guys  put  it 
in  their  wives’  car  and  cover  it 
with  a  hat.” 

That,  in  one  convenient  pack¬ 
age,  is  what  has  become  of  the 
homeland  security  effort.  What 
began  as  a  well-intentioned 
campaign  to  harden  targets  and 
protect  the  nation  from  terror¬ 
ists  has  metastasized  into  a 
sprawling  and  diffuse  enterprise 
that  has  little  to  do  with  terror¬ 


ists  and  a  lot  to  do  with  govern¬ 
ment  and  employers  spying  on 
the  citizenry — and  citizens 
spying  on  each  other. 

The  GovSec  expo  this  week  at 
Washington’s 
convention  cen¬ 
ter  reflects  the 
shift.  Billed  as 
“the  premier 
government  se¬ 
curity  event,”  it 
began  after  the 
9/11  attacks,  its 
organizers  told 
me,  with  vendors 
hawking  security 
barriers,  razor 
wire  and  the 
like.  Now  the  2,500  attendees 
can  visit  the  booth  of  a  vendor, 
ECM  Universe,  which  special¬ 
izes  in  monitoring  Twitter. 

Its  “social  media  surveil¬ 
lance”  package  helps  universi¬ 
ties  monitor  online  activity  for 
evidence  of  bullying,  among 
other  things,  ECM’s  Scott 
Raimist  told  me  Tuesday.  Two 
weeks  ago,  the  company  helped 
authorities  in  Fort  Lupton, 

Colo.,  identify  a  man  who  was 
tweeting  such  menacing  things 
as  “kill  people”  and  “burn  (ex¬ 


pletive)  school.”  Said  Raimist: 
“He  fit  the  profile  of  a  pyroma- 
niac.” 

So  is  the  man  behind  bars? 
Well,  no,  Raimist  admitted. 

“He’s  outside  their  jurisdiction. 
He’s  still  tweeting.”  In  fact,  the 
man  hasn’t  been  accused  of  a 
crime  —  but  that  didn’t  matter: 
His  full  name  was  projected  on 
a  display  screen  at  the  GovSec 
expo  as  an  example  of  how  tech¬ 
nology  can  catch  bad  guys. 

Federal  homeland  security 
spending  tripled  in  the  years 
after  Sept.  11,  and  recent  cuts 
have  been  modest  compared 
with  reductions  to  other  parts  of 
the  budget.  States  and  private 
industry,  too,  have  spent  billions 
of  dollars.  But  that  money  is 
going  further  and  further  afield. 

Government  agencies  and 
corporations  are,  for  example, 
buying  “Pocket  Hound”  cell¬ 
phone  detectors,  which  indicate 
who  is  carrying  a  mobile  phone 
(among  the  suggested  uses: 
schools  and  airports).  A  com¬ 
petitor,  Cellbusters,  can  locate 
where  a  cellphone  is  inside  a 
building  or  whether  someone  in 
your  conference  room  is  violat¬ 
ing  a  company’s  no-cellphone 


policy. 

Catch  many  terrorists  with 
this  technology?  “Not  so  much,” 
Cellbusters’  Derek  Forde  admit¬ 
ted. 

Neither  is  Fulcrum  Biomet¬ 
rics  likely  to  apprehend  al- 
Qaeda  operatives  with  its  ID 
system  using  fingerprint,  face, 
iris,  palm  and  voice  identifica¬ 
tion.  Recommended  uses  in¬ 
clude  voter  registration  and 
“civil  ID,”  said  Fulcrum’s  Kath¬ 
leen  Erickson.  Also,  gym  mem¬ 
berships:  “You  can  use  it  in 
guest  management,  like  a  loy¬ 
alty  program.” 

One  product  enables  employ¬ 
ers  to  require  construction 
workers  and  others  at  remote 
sites  to  clock  in  with  their  fin¬ 
gerprints. 

“Can  I  scan  you?”  Erickson 
asked  me.  She  waved  a  scanner 
at  my  convention  badge,  and 
with  a  “boing”  sound  my  regis¬ 
tration  information  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  her. 

There  are,  of  course,  legiti¬ 
mate  uses  for  all  such  gizmos,  as 
there  are  for  gun  vaults, 
portable  bunkers  and  military 
gear,  so  Big  Brother’s  display 
space  at  the  expo  is  expanding.

Prescription,  OTC  drug  legislation,  right 


BOWLING  GREEN  DAILY 
NEWS  —  Kentuckians  should 
be  pleased  to  learn  that  a  bill 
to  curb  prescription  drug  abuse 
in  our  state  will  likely  become 
law,  but  should  be  disap¬ 
pointed  to  see  a  bill  that  would 
help  the  battle  on  metham- 
phetamine  in  our  state  become 
watered  down,  limiting  its  ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

The  prescription  drug  bill  is 
a  move  in  the  right  direction  as 
our  state  continues  to  see 
needless  overdoses  and  deaths 
in  relation  to  these  drugs. 

The  legislation  is  intended  to 
control  the  problem  of  “pill 


mills”  —  pain  clinics  run  by 
unscrupulous  owners  who  prey 
on  people  with  pain  pill  addic¬ 
tions.  It  is  also  meant  to  curb 
“doctor  shopping”  by  addicts  or 
drug  dealers  who  get  prescrip¬ 
tions  from  more  than  one  doc¬ 
tor  and  then  get  them  filled  at 
multiple  pharmacies. 

Under  the  bill,  police  and 
prosecutors  could  use  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  All  Schedule  Prescrip¬ 
tion  Electronic  Reporting 
program  to  monitor  doctors 
who  overprescribe  painkillers. 
It  would  be  monitored  by  the 
attorney  general’s  office. ... 

The  legislation  also  requires 


pharmacists  to  record  prescrip¬ 
tion  information  and  allows 
that  information  to  be  shared 
with  state  and  federal  law  en¬ 
forcement  authorities,  physi¬ 
cians  and  pharmacists. ... 

While  it  appears  this  will  be¬ 
come  law,  it  is  more  than  dis¬ 
heartening  that  some 
Legislators  caved  in  to  an  out- 
of-state  group  that  spent  big 
bucks  to  weaken  a  meth  bill 
proven  effective  elsewhere. 

The  current  proposal  would 
limit  any  one  person’s  pur¬ 
chases  to  no  more  than  7.2 
grams  in  a  month  or  24  grams 
in  a  year.  That’s  the  equivalent 


of  two  boxes  a  month  or  10 
boxes  a  year.  People  who  need 
more  than  that  would  have  to 
get  a  prescription. 

Early  in  the  session,  a  bill 
was  introduced  that  we  sup¬ 
ported  that  would  have  re¬ 
quired  a  prescription  for 
medicines  containing  pseu- 
doephedrine ...  That  bill  was 
withdrawn  and  the  one  that  ap¬ 
pears  ready  for  passage  simply 
doesn’t  go  far  enough. 

Hopefully,  next  year  more 
legislators  will  stand  up  to  this 
group  and  make  it  clear  that 
we  are  going  to  look  after  Ken¬ 
tuckians.  ... 


Legislative  update 

Budget  approved,  more  work  to  do  before  session  ends 


FRANKFORT  _  The  2012  Legis¬ 
lation  Session  is  down  to  the  final 
days,  and  the  good  news  from  this 
week  is  for  the  first  time  in  three 
sessions  we  will  leave  Frankfort 
with  a  budget  agreement. 

Leadership  from  both  the  House 
and  Senate  worked  into  the  night 
Wednesday  before  finally  agreeing 
on  a  biennial  budget  in  the  early 
hours  on  Thursday  morning. 

Among  some  of  the  items  in  the 
agreement  is  funding  to  renovate 
Rupp  Arena,  funds  for  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Louisville  Hospital  and  a  re¬ 
duction  in  the  amount  of  the 
Commonwealth’s  bonded  debt. 

It  also  expands  a  proposal  to  cre¬ 
ate  scholarships  for  students  living 
in  coal  producing  counties  to  in¬ 
clude  coal  counties  in  west  Ken¬ 
tucky. 


Originally  the  plan  was  aimed  at 
helping  students  in  14  counties  in 
eastern  Kentucky  cover  the  cost  to 
attend  colleges 
and  universi¬ 
ties  within  the 
area. 

The  new  pro¬ 
posal  expands 
the  program  to 
38  coal  produc¬ 
ing  counties  in 
the  western 
and  eastern  Donna  Mayfje|d 
coalfields. 

While  some 

things  were  left  in,  other  items 
were  taken  out  including  $7.5  mil¬ 
lion  proposed  by  the  Governor  to 
expand  Kentucky’s  preschool  pro¬ 
gram.  It  also  includes  cuts  of  8.4 
percent  in  funding  for  many  state 


agencies  and  programs. 

It  is  our  hope  that  as  the  econ¬ 
omy  improves,  and  we  take  real 
steps  to  reduce  our  debt  that 
money  will  become  available  to 
fund  needed  programs  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 

The  budget  wasn’t  the  only  focus 
this  week.  The  House  and  Senate 
passed  bills  dealing  with  combating 
the  abuse  of  drugs  in  Kentucky. 
Senate  Bill  3  was  approved,  which 
attempts  to  solve  the  methamphet- 
amine  problem  gripping  many  rural 
parts  of  the  state. 

This  bill  places  monthly  and 
yearly  limits  on  the  amount  of 
pseudoephedrine,  which  is  a  major 
ingredient  of  meth  that  someone 
can  purchase. 

If  an  individual  exceeds  that 
amount  they  could  only  purchase 


pseudoephedrine  with  a  prescrip¬ 
tion. 

While  I  understand  that  meth  is 
a  problem  in  some  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth,  my  concern  is  that 
Senate  Bill  3  takes  away  more  of 
our  individual  freedoms  and  moves 
us  closer  to  making  pseu¬ 
doephedrine  a  prescription-only 
medication. 

Some  of  us  are  also  concerned 
that  this  bill  will  force  meth  mak¬ 
ers  to  move  to  border  counties 
where  nearby  states’  regulations  to 
purchase  meth  aren’t  as  stringent 
as  Kentucky. 

In  addition  Senate  Bill  3  doesn’t 
address  the  problem  with  so-called 
‘smurfing,’  which  is  when  makers 
pay  others  to  travel  from  store  to 
store  buying  pseudoephedrine  to 
skirt  the  law  we  passed  in  2005. 


As  the  final  hours  tick  away  for 
this  session,  we  expect  to  give  final 
approval  on  numerous  bills.  I  will 
update  you  on  what  passed  and 
what  didn’t  in  next  week’s  column.

‘Honky  Tonk  Girl’ 
keeps  you  humming 


“Honky  Tonk  Girl:  My  Life  in  Lyrics ” 
by  Loretta  Lynn,  with  a  preface  by  Elvis  Costello 
©2012,  Knopf,  $29.95 / $32.00  Canada,  240 pages

It  was  a  wonderful  trip  — 
and  you  never  went  any¬ 
where. 

All  you  had  to  do  was  hear 
that  song  and  you  saw  your¬ 
self  dancing  with  your  sweet¬ 
heart.  Five  opening  notes 
and  you  were  in  your  first 
new  car,  ready  to  cruise  Main 
Street.  Ten  seconds,  and 
lyrics  flooded  your  mind 
along  with  remembrances  of 
what  you  were  doing  when 
you  first  heard  that  song. 

Funny  how  something  that 
enters  your  ears  can  send 
your  heart  to  another  place. 

For  author  and  songstress 
Loretta  Lynn,  those  lyrics  are 
a  journal  of  her  life  as  well  as 
a  means  for  memory.  In  her 
new  book  “Honky  Tonk  Girl: 
My  Life  in  Lyrics,”  she  ex¬ 
plains. 

The  very  first  lyric  Loretta 
Lynn  ever  put  to  paper  hap¬ 
pened  on  a  day  when  she 
went  fishing  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  Doo.  She  says  she  does¬ 
n’t  remember  why  she 
started  writing,  but  she  was 
shocked  as  the  words  poured 
out. 

For  50  years,  Lynn  has  put 
her  heart  and  her  thoughts 
into  her  lyrics.  Whatever  she 
feels,  she  writes.  What  she 
sees  is  what  she  sings  - 
beauty,  happiness,  sadness, 
and  everything  in  between. 

Lynn  wrote  songs  about  pa¬ 
triotism  (when  Doo  asked 
her  to  do  so)  and  Christmas 
(for  a  holiday  album).  She 
wrote  “Honky  Tonk  Girl”  be¬ 
cause  she  saw  heartbreak  in 
a  fragile  barfly.  She  wrote 
songs  in  response  to  what 
others  were  doing,  and  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  her  own  previous 
hit  songs. 

In  her  early  days,  when  she 
was  just  starting  out  in  the 
biz,  Lynn’s  career  was  only  a 
dream.  Just  after  she 
recorded  “Honky  Tonk  Girl,” 
she  met  Doyle  Wilburn,  who 
nurtured  her  and  her  music, 
and  became  a  mentor  and 


lyrics  collaborator.  Over  the 
years,  there  were  other  co¬ 
writers  for  Lynn’s  hits,  as 
well  as  performers  she  sang 
with  and  by  which  she’s  still 
awed. 

Lynn  writes  about  how 
stage-struck  she  was  by 
Ernest  Tubb,  and  how  Patsy 
Cline’s  death  affected  her. 
She  explains  how  her  family 
(especially  her  sisters)  have 
influenced  her  shows,  and 
how  her  younger  sibling, 
Crystal  Gayle,  got  her  start. 
And  with  great  glee,  Lynn 
writes  about  getting  her 
rock-star  on,  winning 
Grammy  Awards  with  a  most 
unlikely  singing  partner. 

Reading  “Honky  Tonk  Girl” 
is  a  little  like  stepping  into  a 
place  that’s  warm,  welcom¬ 
ing,  and  gracious.  Maybe 
that’s  because  author  Loretta 
Lynn  presents  all  those 


things  in  what  she’s  written 
here,  words  and  lyrics  both. 

There’s  a  lot  to  like  about 
this  book,  starting  with  the 
fact  that  you’ll  be  humming 
old  favorites  as  you  read. 
Long-time  fans  will  love  see¬ 
ing  the  personal  photos  that 
Lynn  shares  in  this  book, 
while  new  fans  will  appreci¬ 
ate  reading  a  story  they 
might  not  know.  I  was  also 
surprised  to  be  reminded  (vi¬ 
sually  and  audibly,  once  I 
went  web-surfing  for  music) 
that  there  was  a  time  when 
major  hits  were  minor  in 
length. 

Without  a  doubt,  this  book 
is  a  treasure-trove  for  fans  of 
all  ages.  If  you  grew  up  with 
(or  always  loved)  that  Coal 
Miner’s  daughter,  then 
“Honky  Tonk  Girl”  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  trip  down  Memory 
Lane.

Holder  backs  high  court 
in  letter  urged  by  judge 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  In  a  letter 
written  at  the  request  of  a  federal  appel¬ 
late  judge,  Attorney  General  Eric  Holder 
on  Thursday  offered  assurances  that  the 
Obama  administration  respects  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  courts. 

Appeals  Court  Judge  Jerry  Smith  in 
Texas  requested  the  letter  after  Presi¬ 
dent  Barack  Obama  said  this  week  that 
it  would  be  “unprecedented”  for  the 
Supreme  Court  to  overturn  a  major  law 
passed  by  Congress  like  the  health  care 
overhaul  whose  constitutionality  it  is 
now  considering. 

On  Tuesday,  saying  he  was  seeking  re¬ 
assurances  that  the  Justice  Department 
recognizes  judicial  authority,  Smith  said 
he  wanted  a  letter  of  at  least  three 
pages  that  makes  specific  references  to 
the  president’s  statements. 

“The  longstanding,  historical  position 


of  the  United  States  regarding  judicial 
review  of  the  constitutionality  of  federal 
legislation  has  not  changed,”  Holder 
wrote. 

“The  department  has  not  in  this  litiga¬ 
tion,  nor  in  any  other  litigation  of  which 
I  am  aware,  ever  asked  this  or  any  other 
court  to  reconsider  or  limit  long-estab¬ 
lished  precedent  concerning  judicial  re¬ 
view,”  Holder  added. 

On  Tuesday,  after  his  remarks  stirred 
controversy,  the  president  himself  had 
elaborated,  saying  that  the  court  “is  the 
final  say  on  our  Constitution.” 

In  his  letter  Thursday,  the  attorney 
general  said  “the  president’s  remarks 
were  fully  consistent  with  the  princi¬ 
ples”  Holder  outlined  in  the  letter. 

The  attorney  general  noted  the  health 
care  case  now  before  the  Supreme 
Court,  saying  the  court  “has  often  ac¬ 


knowledged  the  appropriateness  of  re¬ 
liance  on  the  political  branches’  policy 
choices  and  judgments.” 

“These  principles  of  deference,” 
Holder  wrote,  “are  fully  applicable  when 
Congress  legislates  in  the  commercial 
sphere,”  such  as  in  the  overhaul  of  the 
health  care  system  now  before  the  jus¬ 
tices. 

Smith  raised  the  issue  of  Obama’s  re¬ 
marks  during  oral  arguments  over  a  pro¬ 
vision  in  the  new  health  care  law  that 
restricts  physician-owned  hospitals 
from  expanding  or  building  new  facili¬ 
ties. 

Holder  wrote  that  where  someone 
bringing  a  case  invokes  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court  and  has  a  valid  challenge, 
“there  is  no  dispute  that  courts  properly 
review  the  constitutionality  of  acts  of 
Congress.” 


Court  upholds  strip  searches 


Supreme 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
Supreme  Court  ruled  Monday 
that  jailers  may  subject  peo¬ 
ple  arrested  for  minor  of¬ 
fenses  to  invasive  strip 
searches,  siding  with  security 
needs  over  privacy  rights. 

By  a  5-4  vote,  the  court 
ruled  against  a  New  Jersey 
man  who  complained  that 
strip  searches  in  two  county 
jails  violated  his  civil  rights. 

Justice  Anthony  Kennedy 
said  in  his  majority  opinion 
for  the  court’s  conservative 
justices  that  when  people  are 
going  to  be  put  into  the  gen¬ 
eral  jail  population,  “courts 
must  defer  to  the  judgment  of 
correctional  officials  unless 
the  record  contains  substan¬ 
tial  evidence  showing  their 
policies  are  an  unnecessary  or 
unjustified  response  to  prob¬ 
lems  of  jail  security.” 

In  a  dissenting  opinion 


joined  by  the  court’s  liberals, 
Justice  Stephen  Breyer  said 
strip  searches  improperly 
“subject  those  arrested  for 
minor  offenses  to  serious  in¬ 
vasions  of  their  personal  pri¬ 
vacy.” 

Breyer  said  jailers  ought  to 
have  a  reasonable  suspicion 
someone  may  be  hiding  some¬ 
thing  before  conducting  a 
strip  search. 

Albert  Florence  was  forced 
to  undress  and  submit  to  strip 
searches  following  his  arrest 
on  a  warrant  for  an  unpaid 
fine,  though  the  fine  actually 
had  been  paid.  Even  if  the 
warrant  had  been  valid,  fail¬ 
ure  to  pay  a  fine  is  not  a  crime 
in  New  Jersey. 

But  Kennedy  focused  on 
the  fact  that  Florence  was 
held  with  other  inmates  in 
the  general  population.  In 
concurring  opinions,  Chief 


Justice  John  Roberts  and  Jus¬ 
tice  Samuel  Alito  said  the  de¬ 
cision  left  open  the  possibility 
of  an  exception  to  the  rule 
and  might  not  apply  to  some¬ 
one  held  apart  from  other  in¬ 
mates. 

The  first  strip  search  of  Flo¬ 
rence  took  place  in  the 
Burlington  County  Jail  in 
southern  New  Jersey.  Six  days 
later,  Florence  had  not  re¬ 
ceived  a  hearing  and  re¬ 
mained  in  custody. 
Transferred  to  another  county 
jail  in  Newark,  he  was  strip- 
searched  again. 

The  next  day,  a  judge  dis¬ 
missed  all  charges.  Florence’s 
lawsuit  soon  followed. 

He  may  still  pursue  other 
claims,  including  that  he 
never  should  have  been  ar¬ 
rested. 

Florence’s  problems  arose 
in  March  2005,  as  he  was 


heading  to  dinner  at  his 
mother-in-law’s  house  with 
his  pregnant  wife  and  4-year- 
old  child.  His  wife,  April,  was 
driving  when  a  state  trooper 
stopped  the  family  SUV  on  a 
New  Jersey  highway. 

Florence  identified  himself 
as  the  vehicle’s  owner  and  the 
trooper,  checking  records, 
found  an  outstanding  warrant 
for  an  unpaid  fine. 

Florence,  who  is  African- 
American,  had  been  stopped 
several  times  before,  and  he 
carried  a  letter  to  the  effect 
that  the  fine,  for  fleeing  a  traf¬ 
fic  stop  several  years  earlier, 
had  been  paid. 

His  protest  was  in  vain,  and 
the  trooper  handcuffed  him 
and  hauled  him  off  to  jail. 

At  the  time,  the  state  police 
were  operating  under  a  court 
order,  spawned  by  allegations 
of  past  racial  discrimination.

ALASKA 


US  Coast  Guard  sinks  tsunami  ghost  ship 


OVER  THE  GULF  OF  ALASKA 
(AP)  —  A  U.S.  Coast  Guard  cutter 
poured  cannon  fire  into  a  Japan¬ 
ese  ghost  ship  that  had  been  drift¬ 
ing  since  the  last  year’s  tsunami, 
sinking  the  vessel  in  the  Gulf  of 
Alaska  and  eliminating  the  hazard 
it  posed  to  shipping  and  the  coast¬ 
line. 

The  cutter’s  guns  tore  holes  in 
the  164-foot  Ryou-Un  Maru  on 
Thursday,  ending  its  long,  lonely 


journey  across  the  Pacific  that 
began  when  the  deadly  tsunami  set 
it  floating  more  than  a  year  ago. 

The  crew  pummeled  the  ghost 
ship  with  high  explosive  ammuni¬ 
tion,  and  the  derelict  Ryou-Un 
Maru  soon  burst  into  flames,  and 
began  taking  on  water,  officials 
said. 

A  huge  column  of  smoke  could 
be  seen  over  the  gulf  as  a  Coast 
Guard  C-130  cargo  plane,  sent  to 


observe  the  sinking,  dropped  a 
buoy  to  monitor  for  any  possible 
pollution. 

The  Coast  Guard  warned 
mariners  to  stay  away,  and  aviation 
authorities  did  the  same  for  pilots. 

In  about  four  hours,  the  ship 
vanished  into  the  water,  said  Chief 
Petty  Officer  Kip  Wadlow  in 
Juneau. 

It  sank  into  waters  more  than 
6,000  feet  deep,  about  180  miles 


west  of  the  southeast  Alaska  coast, 
the  Coast  Guard  said. 

Officials  decided  to  sink  the  ship 
rather  than  risk  the  chance  of  it 
running  aground  or  endangering 
other  vessels  in  the  busy  shipping 
lanes  between  North  America  and 
Asia. 

The  ship  had  no  lights  or  com¬ 
munications  system,  and  its  tank 
was  able  to  carry  more  than  2,000 
gallons  of  diesel  fuel. 


WASHINGTON 

Panetta’s 
commute 
costly  to 
taxpayers 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Defense 
Secretary  Leon  Panetta  has  com¬ 
muted  on  military  aircraft  to  his 
home  in  northern  California  more 
than  two  dozen  times  since  he  took 
over  the  Pentagon  in  July,  paying 
about  $630  per  trip  for  a  roundtrip 
flight  that  costs  the  Pentagon  about 
$32,000. 

The  totals  detailed  by  defense  offi¬ 
cials  lay  out  his  reimbursements  for 
the  first  time,  showing  he  paid  the 
Treasury  about  $17,000  for  the  27  per¬ 
sonal  trips.  Based  on  fuel  and  other 
operating  expenses  for  his  Air  Force 
plane,  those  same  trips  cost  the  gov¬ 
ernment  as  much  as  $860,000. 

As  Pentagon  chief,  Panetta  is  re¬ 
quired  to  travel  on  military  planes  be¬ 
cause  they  have  the  secure 
communications  equipment  he  needs 
to  stay  in  contact  with  the  president 
and  other  top  civilian  and  military 
leaders. 

His  bill  for  the  travel  is  calculated 
according  to  reimbursement  formu¬ 
las  dictated  by  longstanding  federal 
policies  using  what  a  full-fare  coach 
trip  would  cost.  And  the  Pentagon 
says  it  costs  about  $3,200  per  flight 
hour  to  operate  the  small  plane  he 
usually  uses  for  the  10-hour  round 
trip. 

When  he  took  the  job,  Panetta 
made  it  clear  that  he  would  continue 
to  return  home  to  his  family  on  the 
weekends  as  he  had  done  as  CIA  di¬ 
rector  and  as  a  member  of  Congress 
from  1977-1993. 

Panetta  comes  to  the  defense  job 
at  a  particularly  difficult  financial 
time  for  the  department.  If  Congress 
can’t  reach  an  agreement  on  savings 
or  additional  revenues  elsewhere  in 
the  federal  budget  by  next  January, 
officials  could  be  forced  to  cut  nearly 
$1  trillion  in  defense  spending  over 
the  next  10  years.

HEIRLOOM  PORTRAITS  DONATED 
TO  CLARK  COUNTY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
WILL  ENSURE  PRESERVATION  OF  PAST 
FOR  GENERATIONS  TO  COME

The  Clark  County  Public  Li¬ 
brary  is  a  lot  more  than 
books. 

In  the  nearly  11  years  since 
Andy  Gary  has  been  working  in 
the  reference  department,  the 
library  also  has  become  a  place 
for  local  historical  research,  ge¬ 
nealogy  and  cultural  preserva¬ 
tion. 

“It’s  a  big  deal.  I  get  excited 
about  it,”  Gary  said. 

Thanks  to  a  recent  donation 
from  Clark  County  native  Lou 
Ray  King,  the  library  has  enough 
photos,  documents  and  records 
to  keep  librarians  busy  for  years 
to  come. 


King’s  collection  of  family 
heirlooms  was  almost  lost  to 
history.  A  relative  was 
going  to  throw 
them  out,  but 
called  and 
asked  King’s 
mother, 

Mattie 
Lindsay 
King,  if 
she  would 
be  inter¬ 
ested  in  a 
portrait  col¬ 
lection  and 
other  memora¬ 
bilia. 

“Her  own  mother, 

Mattie  Price  Hunt,  died  in  1909, 
four  weeks  after  mother  was 


born,  so  mother  grew  up  crazy 
about  family,”  King  said. 

In  addition  to  portraits, 
the  collection  in¬ 
cluded  snapshots 
and  other  pieces 
of  family  memo¬ 
rabilia.  The 
elder  King 
loved  the  por¬ 
traits  so  much, 
she  decided  to 
add  to  the  col¬ 
lection  by  hav¬ 
ing  more 

portraits  made  of 
her  immediate  fam¬ 
ily  members. 

“They  were  portraits  of 
her  favorite  relatives,”  Gary  said

of  the  collection. 

Recently,  King,  who  now  lives  in 
Arizona,  decided  to  let  the  library 
have  her  artifacts  because  she 
wanted  to  share  them  with  the  pub¬ 
lic.  After  moving  into  a  smaller  home, 
she  had  nowhere  to  display  the  por¬ 
traits  herself,  and  chose  not  to  dis¬ 
tribute  them  to  family  members  so 
the  collection  would  stay  intact. 

It  was  important  to  King  that  the 
public  be  able  to  see  the  portraits 
and  access  the  historical  documents, 
which  is  useful  not  only  to  family 
members,  but  also  people  interested 
in  local  history. 

“As  heartbreaking  as  it  was  to  me 
to  leave  them,  I  knew  they  would  be 
on  display,”  King  said. 

Portraits  include  King,  72,  and  her 
brother,  Joe  Lindsay  King,  as  chil¬ 
dren,  as  well  as  their  great-great- 
grandfather,  Asa  Carrington  Barrow, 
1816-1899. 

“It’s  a  very  well-connected  family,” 
Gary  said,  citing  relatives  such  as 
well-known  Confederate  soldier  John 
Hunt  Morgan. 

King  will  be  on  hand  to  discuss  the 
portraits  at  a  public  reception  April 
15  at  the  library.  The  event  is  free 
and  light  refreshments  will  be 
served. 

All  portraits  are  people  from  Clark 
County,  or  parts  of  Bourbon  and 
Fayette  counties  that  would  eventu¬ 
ally  become  Clark  County.  Respected 
local  photographers  William  Ogden 
and  A.  J.  Earp  took  several  of  the 
photographs,  and  King  recalled  hav¬ 
ing  her  own  portrait  taken  by  Ogden. 

“I  was  essentially  the  last  one  in 
my  family  to  know  about  the  por¬ 
traits.  I  gradually  knew  about  them 
because  they  were  in  our  house,” 

King  said. 

In  addition  to  the  portraits,  which 
King  is  excited  to  see  on  display, 

Gary  is  looking  forward  to  processing 
the  snapshots  in  the  collection,  and 
seeing  how  they  might  benefit  histo¬ 
rians.  For  example,  a  picture  of  fam¬ 
ily  member  John  Daniel  Duvall 
riding  a  McCormick  bluegrass  seed 
stripper,  circa  1905,  is  useful  not  only 
to  people  researching  the  family,  but 
also  people  interested  in  the  history 
of  the  bluegrass  region.  McCorrmick 
seed  strippers  were  developed  at 
Winchester’s  McCormick  Machine 


Shop  and  used  by  seed  companies 
shipping  bluegrass  seed  all  over  the 
world. 

“I’m  protecting  these  people’s  cul¬ 
ture,”  Gary  said. 

The  reference  librarians  see  them¬ 
selves  as  stewards,  protecting  pieces 
of  cultural  history  so  future  genera¬ 
tions  can  easily  access  it.  The  King 
collection  includes  diplomas,  mili¬ 
tary  papers  and  family  letters. 

Other  snapshots  include  the  1922 
Winchester  High  School  basketball 
team,  and  King’s  father,  Oscar  Ray 
King,  showing  a  mule  at  the  county 
fair. 


In  the  future,  Gary  said  the  library 
staff  hopes  to  revise  its  mission 
statement  to  reflect  the  cultural 
work  done  by  the  reference  librarian. 
He  compares  it  to  the  work  of  an¬ 
thropologists,  and  is  flattered  that 
King  trusted  the  library  to  preserve 
such  important  documents. 

“The  magnanimity  of  her,  and  her 
putting  this  here,  she’s  right  in  line 
with  what  our  mission  is,”  Gary  said. 

People  from  all  over  the  country 
make  use  of  the  library’s  local  history 
resources,  Gary  said. 

“I  guess  what’s  important  for  me, 
and  what  libraries  across  the  country 


are  asking  themselves,  is  what  do  we 
do  that’s  of  value?”  Gary  said. 

He  also  complimented  the  Blue¬ 
grass  Heritage  Museum  on  the  work 
they  are  doing  to  promote  local  his¬ 
tory,  and  help  with  genealogical  re¬ 
search. 

In  addition  to  providing  historical 
information,  reference  librarians 
routinely  assist  patrons  with  their  re¬ 
search,  and  lead  research  classes. 

“It’s  a  really,  really  big  function  of 
this  library,”  Gary  said.

KETCHUM,  Idaho  (AP) 
—  Bruce  Willis  says  he’s 
willing  to  give  away  his 
central  Idaho  ski  resort  to 
a  nonprofit. 

The  action  star  has  al¬ 
ready  put  his  lavish  home 
in  nearby  Hailey,  Idaho,  on 
the  market  —  it’s  listed  at 
$15  million  —  along  with 
his  local  bar  and  night¬ 
club,  The  Mint  —  listed  at 
about  $4  million. 

Now  the  Idaho  Moun¬ 
tain  Express  reports  Willis 
may  be  severing  another 
real  estate  tie  to  Idaho. 

The  actor  told  Camas 
County  leaders  he  is  will¬ 
ing  to  give  the  Soldier 
Mountain  ski  area  in  Fair- 
field  to  the  right  non¬ 
profit. 

Willis,  best  known  for 
the  “Die  Hard”  series  and 
“Sixth  Sense,”  has  owned 
the  ski  area  since  the  late 
1990s.  It  boasts  1,150 
acres  of  in-bounds  terrain, 
and  its  three  lifts  give  ac¬ 
cess  to  a  vertical  rise  of 
1,425  feet. 

Soldier  Mountain  is 
popular  with  families, 
serving  as  a  laid-back  al¬ 
ternative  to  the  swanky 
Sun  Valley  ski  resort  about 
65  miles  away.

Development  owns  and 
operates  the  ski  hill  on 
public  land  under  a  U.S. 
Forest  Service  special-use 
permit.

CINCINNATI  (AP)  —  JoeyVotto  grabbed  the  cap  off  his 
head  and  tossed  it  into  the  joyous  crowd  behind  the  Reds’ 
dugout  as  a  way  of  saying  thanks  on  opening  day.  Then  he 
pulled  off  his  batting  gloves  and  flung  those  into  the  stands, 
too. 

Johnny  Cueto?  He  wasn’t  giving  anything  away.  Not  to  the 
Marlins,  anyway. 

Jay  Bruce  homered  and  drove  in  a  pair  of  runs,  and  Cueto 
dominated  in  his  first  opening-day  start  on  Thursday,  leading 
the  Cincinnati  Reds  to  a  4-0  victory  over  the  Miami  Marlins  be¬ 
fore  one  of  the  biggest  crowds  ever  at  Great  American  Ball 
Park. 

Cueto  (1-0)  anchored  the  Reds’  first  opening-day  shutout 
since  1980,  when  Frank  Pastore  beat  Atlanta’s  Phil  Niekro  9-0. 
The  right-hander  allowed  only  three  hits  over  seven  innings, 
one  of  them  an  infield  single. 

The  26-year-old  didn’t  sweat  his  starring  role  on  the  city’s

Westwood  holds  slim  lead 


AUGUSTA,  Ga.  (AP)  — 
With  his  words  and  then  his 
play,  Lee  Westwood  shot 
down  the  notion  Thursday 
that  this  Masters  was  a  two- 
horse  race. 

On  a  busy  opening  day  at 
Augusta  National  that  fea¬ 
tured  mud,  a  little  rain  and  a 
snowman  on  the  final  hole 
for  Henrik  Stenson,  West- 
wood  provided  a  steady  hand 
Thursday  with  seven  birdies 
for  a  5-under  67  that  gave 
him  a  one-shot  lead. 

It  was  the  first  time  West- 
wood  has  led  after  the  open¬ 
ing  round  of  a  major,  though 
that  was  little  comfort.  Louis 
Oosthuizen  made  four 
birdies  over  the  last  five 
holes  for  a  68,  while  Peter 
Hanson  of  Sweden  made  six 
birdies  for  his  68.  Bubba  Wat¬ 
son,  blasting  tee  shots  with 
his  pink  driver,  was  among 
six  players  at  69. 

Westwood  had  said  it 
would  be  naive  for  anyone  to 
think  this  major  was  only 
about  Tiger  Woods  and  Rory 
Mcllroy. 

Those  two  horses  were 


happy  to 
still  be  in 
the  running. 

Woods 
took  two 
penalty 
shots,  hit 
three  tee  shots  that  rattled 
the  pines  and  was  thrilled  to 
make  bogey  on  his  last  hole 
for  a  72,  the  first  time  since 
2008  that  he  failed  to  break 
par  in  the  opening  round  of 
the  Masters. 

“I  had  some  of  the  worst 
golf  swings  I’ve  ever  hit 
today,”  Woods  said. 

Mcllroy  opened  with  a 
double  bogey,  though  his  big 
moment  was  on  the  10th 
hole.  A  year  ago,  that’s  where 
his  Sunday  collapse  began 
with  a  hooked  tee  shot  into 
the  cabins  for  a  triple  bogey. 
This  time,  he  pushed  a  3- 
wood  into  the  trees  on  the 
other  side  and  managed  a 
par. 

“That  was  a  bit  of  an  im¬ 
provement  from  the  last  time 
I  played  it,”  Mcllroy  said. 

Better  yet  was  a  birdie- 
birdie  finish,  including  a  15- 


foot  putt  from  the  fringe  on 
the  18th  that  gave  him  a  71, 
making  him  one  of  28  players 
who  broke  par  and  were 
within  four  shots  of  the  lead. 

“It  was  huge,”  Mcllroy 
said.  “I  didn’t  feel  like  I  had 
my  best  out  there.  To  finish 
under  par  for  the  day,  I’m 
very  pleased.” 

Along  with  Woods  smiling 
after  a  72,  three-time  Mas¬ 
ters  champion  Phil  Mickel- 
son  was  delighted  with  a  74. 
He  sprayed  tee  shots  all  over 
the  course,  including  one  so 
far  left  on  the  10th  into 
bushes  he  didn’t  know  ex¬ 
isted  that  he  never  found  his 
ball.  Mickelson  made  a  triple 
bogey  there,  then  spent  the 
rest  of  the  back  nine  scram¬ 
bling  for  his  life. 

He  recounted  all  the  bad 
shots,  the  missed  opportuni¬ 
ties,  the  triple  bogey,  and  de¬ 
cided  the  glass  was  half  full, 
almost  spilling  over. 

“This  is  good  news,”  Mick¬ 
elson  said.  “Because  if  I  can 
get  hot  tomorrow,  I’m  play¬ 
ing  good  enough  to  shoot  6  or

“The  most  fun  part  is 
playing  with  people  you 
never  got  the  chance  to 
play  with,”  he  said.

I  feel  like 
I’m  part  of  that  group,  too.” 

Left-hander  Mark  Buehrle 
(0-1)  gave  up  Bruce’s  sacrifice 
fly  and  Ryan  Ludwick’s  RBI 
double  over  six  innings.  Bruce 
also  homered  off  Edward  Mu- 
jica. 

The  crowd  of  42,956  was  the 
second-largest  at  Great  Ameri¬ 
can,  trailing  only  a  playoff  loss 
to  Philadelphia  in  2010. 

The  Marlins  arrived  at  3  a.m. 
after  opening  their  new  ball¬ 
park  in  Miami  with  a  4-1  loss  to 
St.  Louis  on  Wednesday  night. 
They  managed  only  four  hits 
off  the  defending  World  Series 
champions,  and  weren’t  any 
better  after  a  few  hours  of 
sleep  in  Cincinnati. 

“We  have  good  hitters  on 
this  team,”  first  baseman  Gaby 
Sanchez  said.  “We  know  all  of  a 
sudden  with  these  guys,  it’s 
going  to  be  awesome  and 
ridiculous.  We  just  have  to  let 
it  happen,  not  tiy  to  push  it  to 
happen.” 

Florida  managed  only  three 
hits  off  Cueto  and  a  bullpen 
depleted  by  the  loss  of  closer 
Ryan  Madson  and  setup  man 
Nick  Masset.  Aroldis  Chapman 
pitched  a  perfect  eighth,  and 
fill-in  closer  Sean  Marshall  re¬ 
tired  the  side  in  order  in  the 
ninth,  striking  out  two  with  the 
crowd  on  its  feet. 

Then,  the  Reds  celebrated 
with  on-field  hand  slaps  and  a 
few  mementos  tossed  into  the 


stands. 

“I’m  emotionally  drained,” 
said  Zack  Cozart,  the  first 
rookie  shortstop  to  start  an 
opener  for  Cincinnati  since 
Frank  Duffy  in  1971.  “I’m  ready 
to  go  to  bed.  It  was  very  excit¬ 
ing.” 

Cincinnati’s  traditional 
home  opener  matched  two  of 
the  majors’  biggest  offseason 
spenders. 

Votto  got  a  loud  ovation  dur¬ 
ing  pregame  introductions,  a 
day  after  he  signed  a  new  con¬ 
tract  that  gave  him  an  addi¬ 
tional  10  years  and  $225 
million  to  be  the  cornerstone 
of  the  small-market  franchise. 

Votto  singled  and  got  an  in¬ 
tentional  walk  in  four  plate  ap¬ 
pearances. 

The  Marlins  also  went  on  a 
spending  spree  leading  up  to 
the  opening  of  their  new  ball¬ 
park,  shelling  out  $191  million 
to  acquire  NL  batting  cham¬ 
pion  Jose  Reyes,  Buehrle  and 
All-Star  closer  Heath  Bell  in  a 
move  to  make  the  franchise  a 
contender  overnight.  They  also 
hired  manager  Ozzie  Guillen  to 
oversee  the  fresh  start. 

Buehrle  struggled  with  his 
control  in  the  first  inning  on  a 
windy,  60-degree  afternoon.  He 
escaped  a  bases-loaded,  one- 
out  threat  by  allowing  only 
Bruce’s  sacrifice  fly  to  the 
warning  track  in  center.  Dou¬ 
bles  by  Scott  Rolen  and  Lud- 
wick  made  it  2-0  in  the  sixth. 

Both  starters  picked  a  run¬ 
ner  off  first,  undercutting  ral¬ 
lies.

—  The  Marlins  were  the 
only  NL  team  the  Reds  hadn’t 
played  on  opening  day. 

—  Chris  Coghlan  started  in 
LF  for  the  Marlins  in  place  of 
Logan  Morrison,  who  missed 
time  in  March  with  a  sore 
knee.  Morrison  played  on 
Wednesday  night  in  Miami  and 
went  1  for  3.  Guillen  is  being 
careful  with  him  at  the  start  of 
the  season.

1.  Two  spades.  Before  discussing 
what  to  do,  it  might  be  best  to  define 
partner’s  one-spade  bid.  Most  over¬ 
calls  on  the  one-level  are  based  on 
eight  to  12  high-card  points  and  a 
good  suit,  although  partner  could 
have  as  many  as  16  points  in  high 
cards.  The  one-spade  overcall  should 
therefore  tentatively  be  regarded  as 
merely  a  competitive  bid  and  not  the 
equivalent  of  an  opening  bid. 

Though  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
combined  hands  contain  the  where¬ 
withal  necessary  for  game,  you 
should  nevertheless  raise  partner’s 
spades,  partly  to  allow  for  the  possi¬ 
bility  that  he  has  a  strong  hand,  and 
partly  for  tactical  reasons.  A  bid  of 
two  clubs  would  not  be  wise  because 
it  is  not  forcing  and  would  deny 
spade  support  and  at  the  same  time 
would  make  it  easier  for  West  to  bid 
again  at  a  low  level. 


2.  Three  spades.  This  time  game 
prospects  are  much  brighter,  and 
your  three-spade  bid  invites  partner 
to  continue  on  to  four  spades  unless 
his  overcall  is  in  the  minimum  range. 

3.  One  notrump.  Game  is 
unlikely,  but  even  so,  it’s  much  better 
to  bid  one  nolrump  than  to  pass.  This 
will  give  partner  another  chance  to 
bid  if  he  happens  to  have  a  strong 
hand.  It  would  be  wrong  to  bid  two 
clubs,  which  would  indicate  a  better 
club  suit  and  would  also  understate 
the  all-around  value  of  your  hand. 

4.  Three  notrump.  It’s  hard  to 
imagine  a  hand  partner  can  have 
where  you  won’t  have  a  good  play 
for  nine  tricks.  A  jump  to  two 
notrump  (invitational)  would  be  an 
egregious  underbid. 

Partner  might  dislike  notrump  and 
retreat  to  four  spades,  but  your  val¬ 
ues  are  Hilly  adequate  for  that  con¬ 
tract  as  well. 

5.  Pass.  You  shouldn’t  go  looking 
for  trouble  by  bidding  two  hearts. 
Partner’s  suit  should  be  at  least  as 
good  as  yours,  and  if  he  lacked  sup¬ 
port  for  hearts  and  rebid  his  spades, 
you'd  be  worse  off  than  you  were 
before.  This  is  the  type  of  hand  that 
suggests  a  possible  misfit,  and  expe¬ 
rience  teaches  that  the  sooner  you 
“let  go”  in  misfit  hands,  the  better  off 
you  will  be.
